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Spence indicted in doubie siayings

INEZ - A Martin County man was indicted 
Thursday in connection with a double murder 
in November. 

Orie J. Spence, 29, of Tomahawk, is 
charged in two indictments. In the first one 
true bill, he is charged with two counts of mur- 



der, tampering with physical evidence and 
second-degree persistent felony offender. 

In the second indictment, he is charged 
with possession of a firearm by a convicted 
felon. 

According to the indictments, on or before 
Nov. 1, Spence allegedly intentionally and/or 
wantonly, with extreme indifference to the 
value of human life, caused the death of Edgar 
L. Hedrick by shooting him in the face with a 



firearm and April S . Hedrick by shooting her in 
the neck with a firearm. 

Spence also allegedly destroyed, mutilated, 
concealed, removed or altered physical evi- 
dence which he believed was about to be pro- 
duced or used in an official proceeding with 
the intent to impair its verity or availability, 
namely the body of April S. Hedrick and the 
gun. 

Spence is also a previously convicted felon 



and was allegedly unlawfully in possession of 
a Mossberg Model 500 pump action shotgun 
after having been previously convicted of a 
felony. 

Others named in indictments returned by 
the Martin County Grand Jury were: 

• Mary Hammond, 42, of Beauty, and 
Gladys Maynard, 37, of Inez, charged with

Missing man 
found dead

PIKEVILLE - A crowd of 1,700 attended the 
Shaping Our Appalachian Region (SOAR) summit 
Monday at the East Kentucky Exposition Center in 
Pikeville as officials discussed plans and strategies 
for economic development in Eastern Kentucky. 

The loss of approximately 6,000 coal industry 
jobs in the last 18 months throughout Eastern and 
Southern Kentucky prompted the event. 

Gov. Steve Beshear and U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers 
worked together to arrange the summit, inviting 
everyone the opportunity to offer ideas on how to 



move Eastern Kentucky forward. 

Beshear said he thinks it’s time that everyone 
began thinking more as a region and to formulate 
new ideas and a new plan for diversification in the 
region. 

Numerous political figures and business leaders 
spoke during the event. Many of them spoke of the 
effect the loss of the coal jobs has had on the econ- 
omy in Eastern Kentucky and on the families of the 
miners. All agreed that working together is a good 
idea and working to create new businesses, to 
expand existing businesses and generate new indus-

6 charged with federal drug offenses 



Amended lawsuit filed 
against attorney, others

PIKEVILLE - Six people 
were indicted last week on federal 
charges of conspiring to distribute 
heroin, cocaine and oxycodone in 
Johnson and Floyd counties. 

Named in a four-count federal 
indictment returned Thursday were 
Robert I. Haddox, James E. DeRos- 
sett, Billy Jerome Shepherd, Phillip 
Morgan Joseph, John C. Barnett 
and Tara Huff. Their ages and 



addresses were not available at 
press time. 

The indictment claims the 
defendants conspired to knowingly 
and intentionally distribute con- 
trolled substances, including mix- 
tures and substances containing 
detectable amounts of heroin, 
cocaine and oxycodone, in Johnson 
and Floyd counties from March 22 
to Dec. 5 of this year. 

The indictment says DeRossett, 
Joseph and Huff allegedly distrib- 
uted heroin in Floyd County on 
March 22; DeRossett and Joseph 



allegedly possessed with the intent 
to distribute heroin in Floyd Coun- 
ty on April 2; and Shepherd and 
Barnett allegedly possessed with 
the intent to distribute heroin, 
cocaine and oxycodone in Johnson 
County on May 2. 

If convicted, the defendants face 
20 years in prison and a $1 million 
fine. 

Editor’s note: An indictment is 
not an indication of guilt but a 
determination by a grand jury that 
criminal charges warrant further 
judicial review.

PIKEVILLE - Three defen- 
dants have been added to an amend- 
ed complaint filed against a Floyd 
County attorney and a retired Social 
Security Administration (SSA) 
judge accused of defrauding the fed- 
eral government of millions of dol- 
lars in unjustified disability claims. 

A second amended complaint 



was filed Dec. 6 by current SSA 
employee Sarah Carver and former 
SSA employee Jennifer L. Griffith, 
who allege that attorney Eric C. 
Conn and retired administrative law 
judge David B . Daugherty devised a 
scheme to defraud the government 
through false SSA disability claims. 

Conn and Daugherty were named 
in an initial federal lawsuit filed by 
Carver and Griffith, who have

try in the area that can lead to 
higher wage positions is a 
great idea. But they said it is 
not something that would 
happen overnight. 

“A century from now I’d 
like it to be said that on a cold 
December 9, 2013, Eastern 
Kentucky began a revitaliza- 
tion that resulted in a new 
Eastern Kentucky, that we 
began to SOAR into a future 
of opportunity for the long- 
suffering people,” Rogers 
said. 

Both Beshear and Rogers 
agreed that while they can 
offer assistance from the state 
and federal levels, it is up to 
the people in the affected 
areas to let them know what 
they want and to work togeth- 
er toward achieving their 
goals. 

Former Gov. Paul Patton 
talked about just how bad a 
shape Eastern Kentucky is in 
and how much worse it is 
going to get over the next five 
years. 

“In 13 major coal-produc- 
ing counties in Eastern Ken- 
tucky, we’ve lost 43.1 percent 
of our coal jobs in the last 21 
months, and as bad as that is, 
it’s not over,” Patton said. 
“There are going to be 31 
coal-burning power plants 
that purchased coal from these 
counties in the last year that 
will close in the next five 
years. It’s not over. We’ll 
probably, hopefully, level off 
in about five years with about 
30 percent of as much coal 
jobs as we have now.” 

Patton said that an average 
job is worth about $43,000 
but that a coal job is about 
$81,000. 

“We don’t want minimum- 
wage jobs, but we’re not 
going to be able to get too 
many $81,000 jobs,” Patton 
said. “We want to look at new 



ways to bring money in, but 
we want to equally look for 
ways to keep money here.” 

“I’m getting ready to fin- 
ish up my 26th year in the 
Kentucky House of Represen- 
tatives, and it’s been a tremen- 
dous honor for me, and I’ve 
had a chance to go to many, 
many meetings to talk about 
the economy of Eastern Ken- 
tucky and what we can do to 
make it a sustaining economy 
for a long time and we’ve 
talked the talk for a long time 
and now it’s time for us to 
walk the walk,” House Major- 
ity Leader Rocky Adkins said. 
“We’re not starting from 
scratch, but we’ve got a lot of 
work to do. I just want to say, 
like many of you. I’m Eastern 
Kentucky from the top of my 
head to the bottom of my feet 
and proud of it, and I know 
you are too. I want to have the 
same kind of communities 
and same kind of region and 
same type of hope than any 
other region throughout this 
country or throughout this 
world have.” 

After hearing numerous 
speakers throughout the day, 
Beshear said he had heard a 
lot of “great ideas” and from 
what he had witnessed at the 
summit he was hopeful that it 
would be possible to turn it 
into a substantive long-term 
effort. 

Beshear also said all ideas 
from the summit and the 
SOAR Web site will be com- 
piled. Within about 30 days, a 
planning committee will cre- 
ate a report summarizing the 
recommendations along with 
its own recommendation on 
how the SOAR initiative 
should be sustained. 

Beshear said he and Rog- 
ers will review the report and 
within 30 days will announce 
plans to implement an admin- 
istrative infrastructure. 

“Exactly what the infra- 
structure will look like 



depends on the recommenda- 
tion of the planning commit- 
tee,” Beshear said. “It’s obvi- 
ous that some sort of public/ 
private organization must be 
created to report on the 
accountability to the ongoing 
effort to improve the economy 
and the quality of life of this 
region.” 

Rogers said he was 
impressed with the turnout 
and that all ideas would be 
considered, no matter how big 
or how small. 

“We’re accessible for tour- 
ism,” Rogers, said. “We’re 
accessible for high tech data 
processing, manufacturing, 
and a big array of thriving 
opportunities.” 

Rogers also pointed out 
that Kentucky stands out 
because of the country music 
talent that is born here, such 
as Loretta Lynn, Patty Love- 
less, Ricky Skaggs, Wynona 
Judd and Keith Whitley — all 
Eastern Kentucky natives. 

“Our best resource is our 
people,” Rogers said. “In 
today’s world where technol- 
ogy connects us with opportu- 
nities across the globe, we can 
offer the hardest working 
workforce in the nation and 
the world, without ever leav- 
ing our beloved Appalachian 
region. The governor and I 
foresee a major broadband 
highway across this region 
connecting us to the national 
grid. The Center for Rural 
Development is finishing up a 
feasibility study. We’re going 
to make eastern Kentucky 
what I like to call silicon hol- 
ler. We’re going to overcome 
our problems and the determi- 
nation, perseverance, heart, 
sweat and blood that the peo- 
ple of eastern Kentucky have 
had to suffer through all these 
generations is come to you 
and me. We’re it, and we’re 
either going to sink or swim.”

According to the com- 
plaint, the incident occurred 
Dec. 5 at approximately 3 
a.m., one mile south of 
Stroud’s Hardware in Dunlow, 
W.Va. 

Pratt said in his complaint 
that he responded to a report 
of a home invasion robbery 
and upon his arrival he made 
contact with the victim, iden- 
tified as Eugene Ray III, who 
stated that he was house sit- 
ting for his uncle, Henry 
(Joey) Marcum, who was in 
the hospital and that an 
unknown male came to the 
residence at approximately 1 
a.m. asking to use the phone. 
The man claimed that he 
wanted to call for help 
because he ran out of gas, so 
Ray let him use the phone and 
he left. 

At approximately 2:15 
a.m., someone knocked on 
the door again, the complaint 
said, and answered the door. 
He observed an unknown 
male wearing a red hooded 
jacket and a red piece of cloth 
around his face. 

Ray alleged that he tried to 
shut the door and the male 
forced the door open and hit 
him in the head with some- 
thing. A second male began 
striking him, forcing him face 
down in the hallway floor. 
One male held him down and 
held what he thought was a 
gun to his head, the complaint

Ray told Pratt that he tried 
to call for help after they left, 
but they had cut the phone 
lines and he went to the 
neighbor’s house to use the 
phone. 

Pratt said in the complaint 
that he observed a laceration 
to the right side of Ray’s head 
and that his shirt was tom. 

Pratt also said in the com- 
plaint that he made contact 
with Marcum, the homeown- 
er, who said he came home 
from the hospital and was 
checking the number that the 
unknown male had called, 
using the redial feature on his

number as belonging to one 
of his wife’s friends, Georgia 
Dillon.

Pratt made contact with 
the Martin County Sheriff’s 
Office and the Kentucky State 
Police, who assisted in the 
investigation, and also con- 
tacted Isaac at his residence in 
Dempsey Apartments. 

“He stated that he drove 
Clancy Fields, David Hamp- 
ton and Kevin Newsome over 
to Dunlow (W.Va.) and 
dropped them off at a resi- 
dence and parked up the road, 
a short time later they came 
back to the vehicle carrying a 
safe and loaded it into the 
vehicle,” Pratt said in the 
complaint. “Isaac drove to 
what he thought the name of 
the road was the left fork of 
Bull Mountain, David and 
Clancy used a pry bar to open 
the safe and get some of the 
contents out of the safe and 
then they threw the safe into 
the river off a bridge. Isaac 
stated they drove to the Fast 
Lane gas station in Lovely 
where he purchased $25 worth 
of gas using the rolled change 
from the safe and they all 
went back to Dempsey Apart- 
ments.” 

Pratt also said in his com- 
plaint that he obtained a video 
statement from Isaac and that 
he said Newsome was wear- 
ing the red jacket that was 
recovered as evidence and 
placed in as evidence at the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Office as well as the pry bar 
that was used during the 
crime.

efits to those of Conn’s clients 
who were not entitled to 
them.” 

The suit claims Herr, 
Ammisetty and Adkins sub- 
mitted fraudulent letters that 
were later submitted to the 
SSA as part of the alleged 
scheme. 

“The letters . . . typically 
recite that the physician or 
psychologist who signed them 
reviewed the claimants’ medi- 
cal history and examined the 
claimant, and identify the date 
on which he or she purported- 
ly performed this work,” the 
suit says. “In fact, for many, if 
not most of the Conn Claims, 
the letters . . . were false or 
fraudulent in that the consult- 
ing physician or psycholo- 
gist’s review of records and/or 
examination of the claimant 
was perfunctory or nonexis- 
tent, in contradiction to the 
letters’ description.” 

In October, attorneys for 
Carver and Griffith filed a 
motion for a preliminary 
injunction ordering Conn, his 
law firm and “all those in con- 
cert or privity with him to 
immediately cease and desist 
from dissipating any and all 
interest acquired and main- 
tained as a result of law

FRANKFORT - Attorney 
General Jack Conway filed an 
appeal Wednesday, Dec. 4, on 
the October decision of the 
Public Service Commission 
(PSC) regarding Louisa’s Big 
Sandy Power Plant in Louisa. 

The PSC granted approval 
for Kentucky Power to pur- 
chase 50 percent of a West 
Virginia plant instead of retro- 
fitting the Big Sandy Plant 
near Louisa. 

Conway filed the appeal 
asking Franklin Circuit Court 



to vacate and set aside the 
commission’s findings on 
multiple legal grounds, a press 
release issued by the attorney 
general said. 

“The recent ruling by the 
Kentucky Public Service 
Commission approving this 
transaction will place more 
than a half a billion dollars 
into Kentucky Power’s rate 
base and will ultimately raise 
consumers’ electric rates by 
more than 20 percent,” Con- 
way said. “It will also transfer 
energy production to a neigh- 
boring state and leave Ken- 
tucky consumers paying the 



bill. That’s just not right.” 

On Oct. 7, the PSC 
approved Kentucky Power’s 
proposal to purchase from its 
unregulated affiliate, Ohio 
Power Co., a 50 percent inter- 
est in the Mitchell Generating 
Station in Mounds ville, W. 
Va., at an estimated cost of 
$536 million. The PSC 
accepted the terms of a partial 
settlement and stipulation to 
which the attorney general did 
not join. 

In its findings, the PSC 
accepted Kentucky Power’s 
assertion that the Mitchell 
Plant acquisition was less

Ky. Power files 
application

ERANKEORT - Kentucky 
Power announced Monday 
that it has filed an application 
for a Certificate of Public 
Convenience and Necessity 
with the Kentucky Public Ser- 
vice Commission to convert 
Unit 1 at its Big Sandy Power 
Plant in Louisa from a coal- 
fired unit to a natural gas-fired 
unit. 

The application was filed 
Dec. 6 and is commensurate 
with a stipulated settlement 
agreement in the Mitchell 
Transfer case approved by the 
PSC Oct. 14. 

As part of the agreement 
with the PSC, Kentucky Pow- 
er agreed to file the request to 
convert the 27 8 -megawatt 



coal-fired unit to burn natural 
gas so long as the cost of the 
project didn’t exceed $60 mil- 
lion. 

Kentucky Power is seeking 
approximately $50 million in 
conversion costs in its request 
and says it is a least-cost 
option for replacing genera- 
tion lost from Unit 1 when it is 
retired in 2015 because it will 
no longer comply with federal 
environmental standards after 
that time. 

After the natural gas con- 
version, the unit will have a 
generation capacity of approx- 
imately 268 megawatts. 

“Converting this unit is 
something we committed to 
do when we accepted the stip- 
ulated settlement agreement in 
October,” Greg Pauley, presi- 
dent and chief operating offi- 



cer of Kentucky Power, said. 
“We have determined that the 
conversion of Unit lisa least- 
cost option for meeting our 
customers’ electricity needs. 
In addition, it will allow us to 
retain a corporate presence in 
Lawrence County for years to 
come, contributing to the 
employment and tax bases of 
the region.” 

The company estimates the 
Big Sandy Plant will continue 
to employ 20-30 full-time 
workers once the conversion 
is completed and approxi- 
mately 130 temporary jobs at 
the peak of the conversion 
construction project. 

Kentucky Power said in 
the press release that it antici- 
pates having the converted 
unit online by mid-2016.

In his appeal to Eranklin 
Circuit Court, Conway asserts 
that the findings of the PSC 
were unreasonable and unlaw- 
ful because they relied on evi- 
dence presented by Kentucky 
Power and its corporate parent 
company that could not be 
independently verified. 

“The analysis used by 
Kentucky Power and accepted 
without independent verifica- 
tion by the Commission is 
simply an apples-to-oranges 
comparison and is not a reli- 
able basis for the Commis- 
sion’s decision,” Conway 
said. “The Commission 
should seek additional, inde- 
pendent information, if it is 
going to raise electric rates for 
consumers and eliminate Ken- 
tucky jobs.” 

Conway also said in his 
release that “the Commission 
failed to consider the eco- 
nomic feasibility of Kentucky 
Power’s plan and neglected 
the public policy interests of 
Kentucky, as expressed by the 
General Assembly.” 

In the complaint filed with 
Eranklin Circuit Court, Con- 
way said the General Assem- 
bly and Kentucky courts have 
held that the use of Kentucky 
coal and the continuation of 
jobs and other economic ben- 
efits constitute a legitimate 
government interest.
